President  David  O.  McKay, ! 
revered  spiritual  leader  of  the , 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  will  address  students  | 
at  the  Tuesday  devotional  as-  j 
sembly.  Subject  of  the  Presi-  • 
dat's  speech  has  not  yet  been 
announced. 

In  addition  to  being  president  I 
of  the  LDS  Church  McKay  is  j 
president  of  Brigham  Young  j 
University  Board  of  Trustees. 
BYU  is  the  largest  church-opera- 
led  university  in  the  nation. 

McKay,  Utah  farm  boy  who 
became  the  leader  of  a religion 
embracing  one  and  a quarter 
million  members,  was  born  Sep- 
tember 8,  1873  in  Hunstville. 

In  1897  he  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Utah  as  president 
and  valedictorian  of  his  class 
and  entered  a two-year  mission 
to  Great  Britain. 

President  McKay  was  sustain, 
ed  as  president  of  the  LDS 
Church  April  9,  1951.  He  was 
ordained  a member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles 
in  1906.  In  1934  he  was  sutained 
as  second  counselor  to  President 
Heber  J.  Grant  in  the  First  Pres- 
idency of  the  Church.  He  also 


served  in  this  offioe  during  the 
presidency  of  George  Albert 
Smith  from  1945  to  1951. 

In  1954,  when  the  campus 
building  named  in  honor  of  Pres- 
ident McKay  was  dedicated,  the 
program  stated,  “The  life  of 
President  David  O.  McKay  is 
distinguished  by  a singular  em- 
bodiment of  the  highest  ideals 
— both  spiritual  and  educational 
— which  are  espoused  by  the 
Church  ...” 

In  recognition  of  his  leader- 
ship in  the  field  of  education, 
there  have  been  confirmed  up- 
on him  honorary'  doctorate  de- 


grees from  BYU,  Utah  State  Un- 
iversity, University  of  Utah,  and 
Temple  University,  Philadelphia, 

Pa. 

President  McKay  and  his  wife, 
who  usually  accompanies  him  on 
visits  to  BYU,  have  been  married 
since  1901.  They  have  four  sons 
and  two  daughters.
